a* 371,901,000 bushels from a total 
acreage of 21,471,000 acres, 

During the growing period of 
the crop there bave been com- 
Pirisons made with the famous 
crop of 1115, the paper says, when 
the total yield of wheat ot 
the prairie provinces was 3i0,175.. 
000 bushels, from 1 867,715 acres 
[t is only necessary to compare 
these figures to realize that while 
t'e present crop of wheat in actnal 
oumber of bushels is the largest 
ever produced in the west in point 
of average of yield, it falls very 
far below 1915. 

Previous estimates made this 
year bave varied from 217,781,000 
bushels (0 $50,000,000, the former 
being the dominion bureau of 
statistics’ estimate, based on con 
ditions at the end of July, and tie 
latter the Grain Trade News’ esti- 
mate, The Canadian Pacific rail- 
way estimated this year’s western 
wheat yield at 317,000,000, 

This year’s Free Press estimate 
would average 17,31 bush.'s to the 
acre, while in the banar year, 
1915, the averaye was 25,07
